Baghdad Governor Slain 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I The governor of the Baghdad 
region, known for cooperating closely with 
American troops, was assassinated along with 
six bodyguards as he drove to work Tuesday 
in yet another bloody day of insurgent attacks 
that exposed grave security flaws in Iraq with 
elections less than a month away. 

Other assaults Tuesday killed five 
American troops as well as 10 Iraqi com- 
mandos, bringing the death toll in the last 
three days to more than 70. Despite the vio- 
lence, American and Iraqi leaders insist the 
Jan. 30 vote will go forward. 

In Washington, White House spokes- 
man Scott McClellan acknowledged secu- 
rity “challenges” in Iraq but said the election 


timetable would not be changed. 

“For much of the country, the situation is 
secure enough to move forward on holding 
elections,” McClellan said. 

While it’s true that many areas of Iraq 
are calm, there are vast regions, including 
the capital, that are extremely dangerous. In 
places like Fallujah, which was bombed to 
ruins in a U.S.-led campaign in November, 
and the northern city of Mosul, there has been 
little headway in preparing for the vote. 

The recent attacks have prompted Sunni 
Arab clerics to call for a boycott, and Iraq’s 
largest Sunni political party announced it 
was pulling out of the race because of poor

Chaos in Indonesia raises 
threat of child trafficking 

JAKARTA, INDONESIA I Fearing child-traffick- 
ing gangs will exploit the chaos of the tsunami 
disaster, Indonesia has slapped restrictions 
on youngsters leaving the country, ordered 
police commanders to be on alert for traffick- 
ing and posted guards in refugee camps. 

The moves this week come amid concerns 
by child welfare groups such as UNICEF 
that the gangs — who are well-established 
in Indonesia — are whisking orphaned chil- 
dren into trafficking networks, selling them 
into forced labor or even sexual slavery in 
wealthier neighboring 
countries such as Malaysia 
and Singapore. 

Such trafficking, if it’s 
occurring, would vastly 
deepen the suffering of chil- 
dren already struck hard 
by the disaster: Indonesia 
estimates 35,000 Acehnese 
children lost one or both parents in the disaster. 

Making matters worse, Aceh, the hardest 
hit area in Indonesia, is not far from the port 
city of Medan and nearby island of Batam, 
which are well-known transit points for 
gangs shipping children and teenagers out 
of Indonesia. 

“They could be put to work — domestic 
labor, sex trade, a whole series of potential 
abuses,” UNICEF director Carol Bellamy told 
The Associated Press on Tuesday. 

Bellamy said it was not clear whether any 
children already had been trafficked, but she 
couldn’t rule it out. beth gardiner (ap)

Bush proposal may 
allow young workers 
to invest 4% of taxes 

WASHINGTON I The Bush administra- 
tion is focusing on a Social Security 
proposal that would allow young- 
er workers to invest nearly two- 
thirds of their payroll taxes in pri- 
vate accounts, with contributions 
limited to about $1,000 to $1,300 
a year, an administration official 
said Tuesday. 

A proposal is expected to be 
unveiled in late February. But 
the White House cautioned that 
President Bush has not decided 
on a specific plan. 

The administration official, 
who spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity, said the size of the private 
accounts could be similar to a pro- 
posal by Sen. Lindsey Graham, R- 
S.C., and a plan from Bush’s 2001 
Social Security commission. 

Both plans let workers divert 4 
percentage points of their 6.2 per- 
centage points in payroll taxes into 
accounts. The federal 12.4 percent 
payroll tax is split between workers 
and employers. Workers’ remaining 
2.2 percentage points in taxes con- 
tinue going into the system. 

Graham’s plan calls for annu- 
al contributions to be capped at 
$1,300, while the commission pro- 
posed $1,000.

House passes new 
ethics standards as 
lawmakers get to work 

WAS HINGTONlIna show of Strength 
at the dawn of a new Congress, 
majority Republicans passed new 
ethics standards opposed by House 
Democrats on Tuesday and threat- 
ened to change Senate rules if nec- 
essary to confirm President Bush’s 
court appointees.

House Democrats criticized 
the GOP ethics rules in the first 
partisan fight of the Congress, but 
Republicans prevailed on a vote of 
220-195. 

Specifically, the Democrats 
focused fire on a proposal to require 
a majority vote of the ethics panel 
for any complaint to be pursued. 
Membership of the panel consists of 
equal numbers of Republicans and 
Democrats, meaning that lawmak- 
ers of either party could unify and

American Donors 
Open Up Wallets 


More than $200M 
is raised in private aid 
for victims of tsunami 

NEW YORK I From antibiotics to 
clothes to cash — lots of it — 
U.S. -based relief groups report 
an overwhelming response from 
donors moved by the devastation 
of the Indian Ocean tsunami, with 
more than $200 million raised as 
of Tuesday. One charity said online 
pledges were coming in at the rate 
of $100,000 an hour. 

Donors range from actress 
Sandra Bullock, who gave $1 mil- 
lion, to 3-year-old Antonio Cabrera, 
who helped drop off cash-filled 
sandwich bags at the American 
Red Cross office in Denver. 

The private donations are 
in addition to the $350 million 
pledged thus far by the U.S. gov- 
ernment. Two ex-presidents — Bill 
Clinton and George H.W. Bush — 
have also been recruited to spur 
more private giving.

The No. 1 recipient, by far, has 
been the American Red Cross; its 
pledged tsunami donations as of 
Tuesday totaled $92 million.

Tsunami Aid Networks Show Fragility 


Survivors flood Asia’s 
overcrowded hospitals 

BANDA ACEH, INDONESIA I Haggard, 
dehydrated survivors of Asia’s tsu- 
nami catastrophe are flooding hos- 
pitals in the disaster zone, posing a 
new challenge for the global relief 
operation. 

As Secretary of State Colin 
Powell and other U.S. officials 
toured the region, the fragility of 
the aid network was exposed when 
a cargo plane hit a herd of cows on 
an Indonesian runway, temporarily 
shutting down a vital airport. 

Another gripping survival tale 
emerged from the Dec. 26 disaster 
that killed an estimated 150,000 
people and left 5 million in need. 
Officials said an Indonesian man 
swept out to sea was found alive, 
afloat on tree branches and debris 
about 100 miles from shore. 

Survivors, however, faced a newly 
emerging aid bottleneck on Tuesday 
as a growing helicopter fleet ferried 
the injured and sick from ravaged 
villages to overcrowded, undersup- 
plied city hospitals.

U.S. Aid Mission Runs Afoul of Rebels 


ON THE USS BONHOMME RICHARD I 
Two ships full of Marines and 
heavy equipment steaming toward 
Sri Lanka were diverted due to 
reduced need for aid, officials said, 
and instead bolstered the U.S. task 
force off western Sumatra, the area 
hardest-hit by last week’s tsunami. 

But the highly sensitive nature 
of the U.S. relief mission was high- 
lighted when a spokesman for Sri 
Lanka’s rebels, the Tamil Tigers, 
said Tuesday that the troops were 


being sent as spies to help put down 
their insurgency. The rebels have 
fought a two -decade civil war in Sri 
Lanka demanding a separate state 
for ethnic minority Tamils. About 
65,000 people were killed in the 
conflict until a 2002 cease-fire. 

U.S. officials insisted that the 
diversion of two ships had nothing 
to do with the Tamil Tigers’ allega- 
tions, saying it was in response to 
the Sri Lankan government scaling 
down its request for help, (ap)

BEIT LAHIYA, GAZA STRIP I Leading 
Palestinian presidential candi- 
date Mahmoud Abbas on Tuesday 
denounced Israel as the “Zionist 
enemy,” his harshest language yet on 
the campaign trail, after Israeli tank 
shells slammed into a strawberry 
patch, killing seven Palestinians, 
many of them children. 

Dr. Mahmoud al-Asli, director of 
the Kamal Adwan Hospital in the 


town of Beit Lahiya, said the dead 
were between the ages of 11 and 17. 
But Israel insisted the shells hit mil- 
itants who were firing mortar shells 
at Israeli targets.

Egypt Denies It 
Conducted Secret 
Nuclear Research 

VIENNA, AUSTRIA I The U.N. atom- 
ic watchdog agency has found evi- 
dence of secret nuclear experi- 
ments in Egypt that could be used 
in weapons programs, diplomats 
said Tuesday. 

The diplomats told The 
Associated Press that most of the 
work was carried out in the 1980s 
and 1990s but said the International 
Atomic Energy Agency also was 


looking at evidence suggesting some 
work was performed as recently as a 
year ago. One of the diplomats said 
the Egyptians “tried to produce var- 
ious components of uranium” with- 
out declaring it to the IAEA, as they 
were bound to under the Nuclear 
Nonproliferation Treaty. 

Egypt’s government rejected 
claims it is or has been pursuing a 
weapons program, saying its nuclear 
program is for peaceful purposes. 
“Nothing about our nuclear pro- 
gram is secret and there is noth- 
ing that is not known to the IAEA,” 
Egyptian government spokesman

G E N E VA I Private companies have 
stepped in to try to smooth aid 
deliveries in Indonesia, the country 
hardest hit by a tsunami around the 
Indian Ocean, the United Nations 
said Tuesday. European and U.S. 
corporations, meanwhile, kept up 
donations of money and food. 

Ron Redmond, spokesman for 
the U.N. high commissioner for ref- 
ugees, said global delivery compa- 
nies DHL and TNT are helping the 
relief effort. DHL has offered free 
use of warehouses in Jakarta, as 
the agency airlifts supplies to the 
Indonesian capital. TNT has given 
free use of its fleet of trucks to trans- 
port supplies to Aceh province, at 
the epicenter of the disaster. 


Several businesses announced 
donations Tuesday, including 
French telecom company Alcatel, 
which is giving $1 million in aid to 
help restore telephone networks. The 
company is also matching dollar- 
for- dollar any personal donations 
made by its staff Dow Chemical Co. 
said it will contribute $5 million to 
the relief efforts. 

Among the biggest corporate giv- 
ers are Pfizer Inc., which is donating 
$10 million in cash and $25 mil- 
lion worth of drugs; The Coca-Cola 
Co., which is donating $10 million;

Honda’s ’05 Odyssey 
sets new standards 
of quality in its class 

ROAD TEST | Honda came late to 
the minivan party, but its entry, 
the Odyssey, quickly set new stan- 
dards for the breed. 

Honda’s third-generation 
Odyssey has the most powerful 
engine available in a minivan and 
the first that can shut down cylin- 
ders to conserve fuel. It’s also the 
first minivan to come with front- 
seat side -impact air bags and air- 
bags that cover all three rows. 

Honda cut the third-row seat 
into two sections that are lighter 
and easier to fold and raise back. 

Acceleration is strong. The 
smooth transmission has a button 
to lock out overdrive gear. 

The car handles surely and pre- 
dictably, with considerable poise 
and stability. Credit the Honda’s 
four-wheel independent suspen- 
sion for that. 

Standard equipment includes 
seating for seven, air conditioning, 
power windows, locks and mirrors, 
tilt wheel and cruise control. 

Safety features include four- 
wheel disc brakes with antilock

mechanism, brake assist, and sta- 
bility and traction control. A safe- 
ty switch deactivates the power 
doors. 

Further easing movement 
between rows is a shelf with two 
cupholders between the front bucket 
seats, which easily fold down and 
out of the way. There is also is a stor- 
age bin beneath the floor. 

The Odyssey’s dashboard is 
attractive and well-designed, 
with large and simple-to-oper- 
ate controls and clearly readable 
analog gauges. Everything is self- 
explanatory. And there are three 
12 -volt power outlets and a 115- 
volt AC outlet. 

Qualitywise, the minivan is a 
safe bet. The Odyssey has pulled 
once again to the front of the pack.

Bright Eyes’ Conor 
Oberst will release 
two albums at once 

ANTI-MARKETING I Saddle Creek 
Records received a finished album 
from Bright Eyes last February 
and prepped the set for a summer 
release. 

But then Bright Eyes principal 
Conor Oberst had other ideas. 

He went back into the studio and 
recorded enough songs for a second 
set. Unwilling to scrap or combine 
any of the material, Oberst told his 
Omaha, Neb.-based label he want- 
ed to release two separate albums 
— on the same day. 

On Jan. 25, Saddle Creek 
will release “I’m Wide Awake It’s 
Morning,” an acoustic-driven record 
with country undertones, as well 
as “Digital Ash in a Digital Urn,” 
which explores a more electronic, 
beat-heavy sound. 

While “I’m Wide Awake” was 
recorded in about 10 days, Oberst 
and producer Mike Mogis spent 
three months in the studio for 
“Digital Ash,” creating what Oberst 
describes as a“drugged-out, psyche- 
delic thing.” Oberst was passionate 
from day one that they be treated 
as separate entities.

It was a request, he said, that 
Saddle Creek owner Robb Nansel 
met with skepticism. 

“Robb is a very careful man,” 
Oberst said. “At first, he asked 
whether I really wanted to do this 
and objected a little, but once he 
realized our mind wouldn’t change, 
he got behind it wholeheartedly.” 

The label created a separate 
budget for each record and in 
October released one single from 
each album: “Lua” and “Take It 
Easy (Love Nothing).” There was 
such a demand for the two releas- 
es that they each sold 7,000 copies 
in one week, placing “Lua” at No. 1 
and “Take It Easy” at No. 2 on the 
Billboard Hot 100 Singles Sales 
chart in mid-November. 

Oberst was in Sweden when he 
heard about his singles topping 
the chart. 

“I kept saying, T think you’ve 
made a mistake’ ... I think it’s a 
testament to the idea that there 
are still music fans, and it’s not all 
about how big your promotional 
budget is.” 

Bright Eyes, which is essentially 
a revolving door of musicians cen- 
tered on Oberst, built its following 
largely through word-of-mouth and 
touring. 

Each album will receive a video 
and its own tour. A more intimate 
January outing will visit theaters, 
and a spring trek will feature a col- 
laboration with labelmate the Faint, 
which will back Bright Eyes on the 
more electronic-leaning songs.

Fox TVs Bad Parenting 


One station refuses to air ‘Who’s Your Daddy?’ 


AIRWAVES I The networkthat brought 
you Homer Simpson took father- 
hood to a whole new level Monday 
night. Fox aired a tear-soaked reality 
special, “Who’s Your Daddy?,” that 
reunited a woman with the former 
Marine and his old high-school girl- 
friend who gave her up for adoption 
about 30 years ago. 

“Thank you for having me ! ” the 
woman, T. J. Myers, said between 
sobs at the end of the show, which 
drew howls of protest from adoption 
advocates. She earned $100,000 for 


correctly identifying her birth father 
from among eight impostors. 

The program oddly echoed 
dating-reality shows, with T.J. 
— a slightly ditzy buxom blonde in 
a slinky black evening dress — set 
up in a luxurious mansion among 
male suitors. 

The show had all the elements of 
prime reality cheese: burning can- 
dles; hidden cameras; T. J.’s father 
in silhouette behind a door. 

Except for a brief mention at the 
beginning of the show, the man and

woman who raised T.J. from infan- 
cy weren’t discussed. That’s one of 
the reasons the special drew out- 
rage from adoption advocates, who 
worried it would trivialize a deeply 
emotional experience. The National 
Council for Adoption pleaded with 
Fox’s 182 affiliates not to air it. 

Only one station, WRAZ-TV in 
Raleigh-Durham, N.C., kept it off 
the air. Instead, the North Carolina 
station ran an independently pro- 
duced special with people talking 
about their adoption experience. 

“We just don’t think adoption is a 
game show,” said Tommy Schenck, 
WRAZ-TV general manager. 

Fox has filmed six “Who’s 
Your Daddy?” shows, but has not 
yet scheduled the others to air.

The book begins with a ware- 
house fire; readers are told it’s 
arson.

Crombie’s 
skill is such 
that there is no 
chance a read- 
er will get the 
missing wom- 
en’s stories con- 
fused. She makes various psycho- 
logical motives believable and is a 
master of the cliffhanger. One sec- 
tion ends, “then she saw something 
so terrible that she sagged against 
the railing, her hand pressed to her 
mouth to stop the rising bile.” 

Although this isn’t a book exclu- 
sively for women, two of its most 
fascinating characters are women 
— a firefighter who loves her job 
and an uptight police investigator.

BASEBALL | Wade Boggs and 
Ryne Sandberg were caught off 
guard. One thought the telephone 
call was a hoax. The other didn’t 
expect to learn his fate until later 
in the day. 

Their good news: They made it 
into the Hall of Fame. 

The hot-hitting third baseman 
was overwhelmingly elected his 
first year of eligibility Tuesday and 
the slick-fielding second baseman 
made it on his third try with just 
six votes to spare. 

A five -time American League 
batting champion for the Boston 
Red Sox, Boggs was selected 
by 474 of the record 516 voters 
who are 10 -year members of the

Baseball Writers’ Association of 
America. His percentage, 91.86, 
was the 19th-highest in Hall his- 
tory, and in total votes he trailed 
only Nolan Ryan (491) and George 
Brett (488). 

Sandberg, the 1984 National

Cubs, was picked by 393 voters. He 
appeared on 76.2 percent of ballots, 
just above the 75 percent cutoff 

Boggs thought it was a hoax 
when the telephone rang and 
he was congratulated by Jack 
O’Connell, secretary-treasurer of 
the BBWAA. He wasn’t convinced 
until he heard a familiar voice tell 
him, that of Hall vice president Jeff 
Idelson. 

Sandberg, surprised by the

Ponson 

Orioles pitcher set to 
stand trial in Aruba 
for punching a judge 

BASEBALL | Baltimore Orioles pitch- 
er Sidney Ponson was released from 
jail on Tuesday after being held for 
a week while police investigated 
allegations he punched a judge on 
a beach in Aruba. 

Ponson appeared before a judge 
on Tuesday and prosecutors said 
they would not oppose his release 
as he awaits trial, the daily La 
Prensa reported. The 28 -year-old 
right-hander faces charges of pub- 
lic violence and simple aggression. 
No trial date has been set. 

Under Aruba law, a suspect can 
be detained for up to eight days 
without bail while police investi- 
gate a crime. 

Ponson, who was born on the 
Dutch Caribbean island, allegedly 
punched a local judge on Dec. 25 at a 
beach in Boca Catalina after several 
people confronted Ponson, accus- 


ing him of harassing them with his 
personal watercraft and operating 
it recklessly, police said. 

The judge was hospitalized with 
minor injuries, authorities said. 
Ponson fled the scene but police 


detained him later in the day. 

In 1998, Ponson became the 
third Aruban to play in the major 
leagues. In 2003, he was decorated 
in Aruba as a knight in the Order ol 
the Dutch Royal House, (ap)

The gift card — that little, plastic 
solution to keep friends and fam- 
ily out of return lines — isn’t always 
the ideal present. 

Responding to consumers who 
don’t want to buy themselves anoth- 
er sweater or fancy steak dinner, a 
handful of Internet businesses have 
sprung up that allow people to sell 
or swap unwanted gift cards. 

“Isn’t it great?” asked 
Mike Kelly, vice president of 
SwapAGift.com. “The market 
will create exactly the mecha- 
nism it needs to correct any 
problem.” 

He and his wife, Mary Jane, 
launched the site last fall after 
realizing they had about a dozen 
gift cards they weren’t using. 
They decided to create a place 
where people could trade or sell 
unwanted cards. 



They’re not the only ones 
with the idea. A similar site, 
CardAvenue.com, launched in 
October. And eBay.com had more 
than 7,500 gift cards and certif- 
icates listed for sale or auction 
recently. 

CardAvenue CEO Bob Butler 
said unused gift cards amount to 
wasted money. “Even if it’s $5 or

$10, they should do some- 
thing with it,” he said. 

Kelly said he’s heard from cus- 
tomers pleased to shed their cards 
— such as the man who received 
a $100 credit to a lingerie store. 
Another man who used the ser- 
vice suffered a rejected marriage 
proposal and ended up with store 
credit on a gift card for a $3,500 
engagement ring. 

Since some gift cards decline in 
value overtime, Internet businesses 
have measures in place to ensure 
that customers get what they pay for. 


CardAvenue requires that gift 
card owners include the toll-free 
number for their card. eBay will not 
allow the sale of gift cards valued at 
more than $500; the gift card must 
be in the sellers’ hands before it can 
be listed and only one gift card can 
be listed per seller per week, said 
spokesman Hani Durzy. 

Card- swapping sites make their 
money in different ways. SwapAGift 
charges a $3.99 flat fee to list a gift 
card. Or it will buy a card for 70 
percent of its face value and offer 
it for resale. 



CardAvenue charges a 6.25 
percent fee from the seller and a 
50 -cent closing fee only if a sale 
or trade is completed. If the card 
doesn’t attract a new owner, the 
seller isn’t out any money. 

CardAvenue and SwapAGift 
said interest is increasing as word 
spreads, and there’s no ques- 
tion about the popularity of the 
gift cards. The National Retail 
Federation said consumers planned 
to spend more than $17 billion on 
gift cards this holiday season.

Was the holiday mess in 
Philadelphia basically the end of US 
Airways or can they weather this? 
KEITH ALEXANDER: I have been cover- 
ing US Airways off and on for more 
than a decade now and this airline 
has been on the brink of going out 
of business numerous times and yet 
managed to bounce back. However, 
if some workers are willing to upset 
the holidays of thousands of trav- 
elers, then that’s a sign that the 
employees have had enough. And 
without the workers’ dedication, it 
could be very difficult for the air- 
line to keep going. 

Philadelphia dominated news cover- 
age of the holiday travel mess, with 
US Airways mentioned most. I’m 
just wondering — how did other air- 
lines at Philadelphia do? 

K. A.: Actually, because US Airways 
was down so many baggage han- 
dlers on Christmas, it was the 
main carrier to have such a prob- 
lem. No other airline reported such 
disruptions. Remember, it was not 
a Philadelphia airport problem; it 
was a US Airways problem that hap- 
pened to occur in Philly. 


Do you have any predictions on 
what will happen to US Airways in 
the next couple of weeks? I have 
a flight on United to Hawaii using 
US Airways points in February and 
have been told by United that they 
won’t be honored if US Airways goes 
under. Should I schedule a flight on 
another airline now? 

K. A.: A US Airways flight in 
February should be safe. Even if 
the airline is forced to liquidate, it 
would not happen that soon. 

However, a bit of advice for you 
and other travelers flying on US 
Airways tickets: Make sure you 
have a ticket in hand. Not just a 
reservation, but an actual con- 
firmed ticket, receipt, etc. That 
way, if something should happen, 
you have proof that you have a con- 
firmed flight and another airline is 
more likely to honor it.
